After the fire had burned tiercely fur
nearly an hour, during which time the
upper portions of the structures name:l
were destroyed, the tiremen, while groping
in the sacond floor of No. 239, stumbled
over the charred body of a man. Itis
thought by some people to be the remains
of Mr. Meyer, of the firm of Berge &
Meyer Brothers, who is missing, but
others state that it is the body of one ot
the workmeun, who is also nuacconnted

for.
The Albion print works had  steck

valued at §50,000, which is destroyed, aud
the other losses will agg@egale as miuch
more.

The building oceupies the site of the
building in which the great fire of July
9th, 1850, started, by which thirty lives
were lost and over two miliion doliars
worth of property destroyed.

academy with a large lot of brass ear
tridges, three nundred of which were at
the academy when that institution wus
burned, but which were not to by fond
afterwards, The brass shells found near
the ruins of the Jackson fastory
identificd as those stored in the academy.
Dr. Weston was recalled |
that he had closely examined the wouad |
on the the arm of Mrs, Gibbs, The wound |
appears to have been made by u minie
ball, but probing has not revealed the
ball.
J. H. Mirkel testified that he returaed
after the last or third report,amd then saw
Mr. Jackson, jr., who told him to keep
away, as there might be another expiosion.
The buiiding was used many years ago by
a gentleman to manufacture Greek fire.
The testimony of Joseph Eunis, Wil
